Campbell, then three years a 
widow, died in 1882; she was the 
last woman, except for servants, 
to live in the old house. 


Floor Braced for Statue. 

The massive bronze statue 
“Gloria Victis”—glory to the con- 
quered—remained in its central 
place in the front room, The life- 
sized figures and the supporting 
marble pedestal are of such 
weight that a special pillar in the 
basement reinforces the floor at 
that point. This, and other facts 
about the house, were explained to 
the visitors by August Herman 
Meyer, who, though a dweller there 
for 40 years, came after the days 
of the elder Campbells. Meyer, 
who was Hugh Campbell’s secre- 
tary, cared for Hazlett Campbell 
under provisions of Hugh’s will. 

As every person who has viewed 
the house from Fifteenth street 
knows; a central room on the east 
side has stained-glass windows. This 
room proved to be the library, its 
chief ornament a white marble fig- 
ure on a pedestal. It did not ap- 
pear to have contained many books, 
though a few dozen volumes were 
to be seen piled on a shelf in the 
adjacent pantry. Pamphlets and 
souvenirs of European travel, with 
dingy views of a few local scenes, 
were in this and the rooms to the 
rear. 

A dial telephone in the hallway 


caretaker was not sure of this. A 
fantastically gilded clock on a mar- 
ble ‘pedestal was in one of the 
rooms. A booklet, “Souvenir of 
Ellen Terry,” with a picture of the 
actress, dated 1878, was one. of 
the articles strewn about. 

Third-floor rooms contained 
more old beds and bureaus, with 
some, in the “help” quarters, not of 
such age or value. The stairway to 
the attic was lined with pictures, 
one of them showing the United 
States Senate in session. A large 
music box, possibly of as recent a 
period as the 808, had as its rival 
a later phonograph. 

The visitors gathered in the par- 
lor, after inspection of the house, 
and spoke of the possibility of sav- 
ing the furnishings, or the choicest 
of them, from the auctioneer and 
the house from the wrecker. The 
house and corner lot, in recent 
years, have yielded the city $1500 
a year in taxes, and this revenue 
would be lost to the city if the 
premises became a tax-free mu- 
seum property. However, the archi- 
tects and civic planners hope that 
some arrangement for a lease can 
be made, to give time for a later 
purchase plan. 

Charles Nagel, representing an

NEGRO UNTRANED 
N DEFENSE 0B 
SCHOOLS BLAME 


Unprepared Because of 
Lack of Sufficient Tech- 
nical Instruction, Attor- 
ney Informs Board. 


The Negro ig unprepared to take 
his place in the national defense in- 
dustrial program because he has 
not been trained adequately in the 
public schools, Lewis W. Clymer, an 
attorney, supokesman for the local 
Negro Committee on National De- 
fense, told members of the School 
Board Instruction Committee last 
night, 

There is widespread dissatisfac- 
tion among Negros because their 
vocational training opportunities 
are inferior, Clymer said, adding 
that his committee represented 121 
local organizations. Washington 
Technical High School, the Negro 
vocational school, is falling far 
short in its work of training young 
men and women for industry, he 
asserted. 

Clymer said the following courses 
should be expanded: Electrical 
work, radio, upholstering, house- 
hold economics, commercial art, in- 
dustrial sewing, printing, commer- 
cial courses, power laundry work, 
woodworking, auto mechanics, auto 
body and fender work and sheet 
metal work. 

He listed the following new 
courses which he said were needed 
in the Negro vocational training 
program: Aviation mechanics, arts 
and crafts, drafting and blueprint 
reading, horticulture, painting and 
decorating, photography, engraving, 
millinery, tailoring, machine shop 
work, carpentry, forge work, bar- 
bering, building maintenance, air 
conditioning and refrigeration and 
masonry. i 

Other recommendations by the 
Negro group were that a vocational 
guidance counselor be employed at 
Sumner and Vashon high schools 
and that adequate facilities and 
equipment be provided for Negro 
vocational classes. 

Clymer expressed the opinion Fed- 
eral funds might be obtained for ex- 
panding courses useful in the na- 
tional defense program but said 
expansion of other courses which 
have no relation to national de- 
fense probably would have to be 
paid for from school funds.

BILL PROPOSING STATE-OWNED 
LIQUOR STORES INTRODUCED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18.—A 
bill to abolish saloons, taverns and 
other places selling intoxicating 
liquor by the drink, and to replace 
them with State-owned and operat- 
ed liquor stores for the sale of 
liquor by package only, was intro- 
duced in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Obie Ford (Dem.), of 
Oregon County.

Retired Secretary of State Med - 
ical Society—Edited Its 
Journal for 32 Years. 


Dr. E. J. Goodwin, secretary of 
the Missouri State Medical Associa- 
tion from 1910 until his retirement 
in 1938 and editor of the associa- 


|tion’s monthly journal for 32 years, 


died today at St. Luke’s Hospital. 
He was 76 years old. 

He had been a semi-invalid al- 
most all ef his adult life, having 
been ‘injured in alighting from a 
street car in 1895, just.a year after 
starting in private practice. He 
was totally incapacitated for three 
years by paralysis and never re- 
gained full use of his legs. 

He was born in Washington, Mo.,

lan Goodwin, who had served in

War. After the family moved to 
St. Louis, he worked for several

In 1910 he was 
elected secretary of the .associa- 
tion, and held the post of secre- 
tary-editor until his retirement 
three years ago because of failing 
health, On his retirement the as- 
sociation made him secretary-edi- 
tor emeritus for life. 

Dr. Goodwin was the author of 
a history of “Medicine in Missouri” 
and frequently was a delegate to 
the American Medical Association. 
His home was at the Biltmore 
Hotel, 3643 Washington boulevard, 
and his office in the Missouri 
Theater Building.

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LEND BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (AP). 
HE tert of the report by the 
minority of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on the 
“lease-lend” bill is as follows: 


The extreme legislation contem- 
p' ed by the pending bill has no 
real justification either in law or 
in fact. By its title the measure 
purports to promote the national 
defense of the United States, but 
there is not a single provision in 
the bill which deals with our de- 
fenses. The witnesses who ap- 
peared as proponents of the meas- 
ure pretend that the legislation is 
necessary to aid Great Britain, but 
the proof showed that Great Brit- 
ain is already being aided to the 
extent our resources permitted, and 
that this aid was likely to con- 
tinue. The hearings upon the bill 
were unique. They consisted in 
one week of listening to four Cab- 
inet officers and one immaterial 
witness, a week of witnesses in re- 
sponse, and then a one-man circus 
intended to influence our citizens. 
After staging this circus the ad- 
ministration closed its case. This 
report will be written without re- 
gard to the show put on by the ad- 


ministration, but with a sincere de- 


sire to enlighten the members of 
the Senate as to some of the 
phases of the discussion. 

Actually the majority report is 
based upon the theory that Great 
Britain is fighting our war.

In a statement, Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, charged that the 
bill would confer on the President 
powers akin to those which he said 
enabled Premier Daladier to take 
France into war without regard for 
constitutional restrictions, 

Wheeler asserted that if the Unit- 
ed States wants to help Britain it 
should vote “$2,000,000,000 or $5,000,- 
000,00 in cash.” 

Wheeler, in his statement, con- 
tended that if the people wanted to 
aid Britain, they should know how 
much money Congress intended to 
vote. That amount, he asserted, 
should be voted by specific legisla- 
tion, instead of having Congress 
“turn over to the President the 
power to give or to loan any or all 
of our battleships, cruisers, air- 
planes, munitions, not only to Great 
Britain, but to any other country 
he sees fit to give them to, includ- 
ing Russia.“ 

Wheeler said that the Constitu- 
tion of France provided that war 
could not be declared without con- 
sent of both houses of Parliament. 
“France,” he continued, “granted 
Premier Daladier unlimited powers 
for defense of the country March 
19, 1939, and under that authority 
Premier Daladier guaranteed Po- 
land and took his country into war 
without a vote of the two branches 
of the congress as provided by the 
constitution and without the sign- 
ing of any decree by President Le- 
brun or by Premier Daladier, and 
up to this time no declaration of 
war has ever been made either by 
the President, Premier or French 
Parliament, 

„There is great similarity between 
the powers granted Daladier and 
the President of the United States 
in the ‘lease-lend’ bill,’ in that this. 
bill is called ‘a bill for the defense 
of the United States,’ but it spe- 
cifically grants to the President 
power to commit acts of war un- 
der international law. It delegates 
the power to the President and 
under this bill we could be taken 
into war without any declaration 
of war by the Congress.” 

Wheeler coupled this statement 
with the announcement that he 
favored incorporating six amend- 
ments in the bill. This was in- 
terpreted generally as another 
tacit concession that opponents had 
discarded hopes of defeating the 
legislation outright. 

The restrictive amendments fa- 
vored by Wheeler included: A bar 
on U. S. convoys; a declaration that 
the bill gives the President no pow- 
er beyond what he already has to 
send troops abroad; a limitation on 
amount and type of equipment 
which could be transferred; a re- 
quirement that Britain state its 
“peace terms” before receiving any 
American aid; an obligation that 
army and navy chiefs certify that 
any equipment sent Britain is not 
necessary for American defense, 
and specification of countries to be 
aided by the legislation. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louis- 
jana, introduced an amendment 
which he said would put Congress 
on record as opposed to sending 
the navy or armed forces outside 
of the Western Hemisphere, ex- 
cept to territories and possessions 
of this country. 

“My only purpose is to allay the 
fears of millions of American moth- 
ers and others that this bill is 
granting the executive department 
additional powers to send our bo 
overseas,” Ellender said. “I’m not 
doing this to delay, because I am 
willing to Vote for the bill today.” 

Majority Leader Barkley of the 
Senate forecast that voting on 
amendments would start before the 
end of the week and said he ex- 
pected to obtain the final roll call 
by the middle of next week. A 
Saturday session was in prospect 
to hasten action.

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LACLEDE GAS REPORTS 
$224,873 PROFIT IN “40 


Operating Revenue Increased 
$193,785, Expenses Re- 
duced $164,910. 


Laclede Gas Light Co., which had 
substantia! operating tosses in 1938 
and 1939, has reported net income, 
or profit, of $224,873 for 1940. This 
is after deduction of interest on 
borrowed capital and provision for 
depreciation. 

The company’s annual report to 
stockholders, issued yesterday, 
shows total operating revenue of 
$6,947,728 for 1940, compared with 
$6,753,943 for 1939, an increase of 
$193,785, or 2.8 per cent. The in- 
crease, the report says, was due 
largely to a promotional rate for 
house heating which became ef- 
fective Sept. 1, 1939. 

Operating expenses were reduced 
$164,910, and the report attributes 
this principally to modifications in 
the contract under which natural 
gas is purchased for mixing with 
manufactured gas. 

Although it earned a profit, the 
company paid no dividends on 
either common or preferred stock 
for 1940. This is because the com- 
pany in recent years was unable 
to meet certain maturing debt obli- 
gations and as a condition of the 
extension of those obligations had 
to agree not to pay dividends with- 
out authorization of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission and the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. Extended notes of $3,000,000 
will mature Aug. 1, 1942, and the 
report states the management has 
not yet determined how this obli- 
gation will be handled. 


Disposition of a fund of $1,479,- 
$02 impounded under a court or- 
der hat not yet been determined 
This is excess revenue collected by 
the company from Nov. 30, 1934, to 
Aug. 31, 1939, when it was contest- 
ing a rate reduction ordered by the 
State Public Service Commission. 
The City of St. Louis has asked 
the court to order this refunded 
to consumers, but the company 
also is claiming it, or a part of it. 
This matter is pending in the Cole 
County Circuit Court.

MALE HEIRS UPHELD 
IN CONTROL OF FIRM 


Woman Treasurer s Receiver- 
ship Plea Denied After Fight 
of ‘Unparalleled Venom.’ 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 18 (AP). 
—A plea by a group of officers 
and stockholders that the Lydia E. 
Pinkham Co. be put in recelver- 
ship was dismissed yesterday by 
Supreme Court Justice Sydney St. 
Felix Thaxter. 

The decision climaxed what Jus- 
tice Thaxter termed a “fight car- 
ried on with unparalleled venom” 
for four years among mal. and fe- 
male descendants of Lydia E. 
Pinkham for control of the $3,- 
000,000 patent medicine firm she 
founded in her Lynn (Mass.) kitch- 
en 66 years ago. 

“The evidence fails to show,” 
Justice Thaxter said, “that the 
corporation cannot function under 
the present by-laws and there is 
nu basis for the appointment of a 
receiver on this ground.“ 

The plaintiff was Miss Lydia P. 
Gove of Marblehead, Mass., treas- 
urer. She alleged that the male 
heirs, represented by the company 
president, Arthur W. Pinkham, 
were guilty of “gross mismanage- 
ment,” placing the assets “in dan- 
ger of being wasted and lost.” | 

Justice Thaxter said the latest 
balance sheet showed current as- 
sets of $1,246,510, against less than 
$100,000 in indebtedness. 

Total capital and surplus, with 
no allowance for good will, is $1,- 
312,573, which would give, he said, 
each share of stock a value of 
about $11,700.

TO MATCH ON OILY WATER 


One Man on Tanker Loses Life 
Trying to Reach Shore; Ship 
Not Badly Damaged. 

TEXAS CITY, Tex., Feb. 18 (AP). 
—Fire in the docks of the Pan- 
American Refining Co. that en- 
dangered a tanker loaded with 
gasoline, probably started from a 
cigarette or a match thrown on oil- 
covered water, company officials 
think. The tanker was not badly 
damaged. 

Walter Schmitt, fourth assistant 
engineer on the tanker, the Pan 
Massachusetts, was drowned trying 
to reach shore. Fourteen men were 


treated for shock and exposure.

Selection of a jury to try E. J. 
McClain, a young factory worker, 
for the murder last March of Emil 
Bouckaert, brother of Alderman 
Philip Bouckaert, continued today 
in Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius’ Court. 

In his questioning of prospective 
jurors, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Clyde H. Snider indicated that the 
State would ask for the death pen- 
alty. All who said they had scruples 
against capital punishment were 
excused. It was expected that the 
taking of testimony would start 
late today. 

McClain, who was arrestéd last 
June at the home of a sister in 
Lake County, Cal., signed a state- 
ment on his return to St. Louis 
atimitting that he cut Bouckaert’s 
throat in an attempted holdup in 
a dark alley in the 2800 block be- 
tween South Broadway and Fourth 
street. 

Police quoted him as saying: “I 
swiped at him (Bouckaert) after 
he hit me in the mouth when I 
told him it was a stickup.” 

Bouckaert, owner of a grocery 
and meat market, was walking 
through the alley with his wife. It 
was a short cut which they habitu- 
ally took on the way to their home 
at 2821 South Third street.

Induction into the United States 
army of the 1208 men comprising 
the February draft quota for St. 
Louis and St. Louis County will be- 
gin tomorrow, when 35 men from 
County Selective Service District 
No. 2 will report at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 


Instead of going to the reception 
center at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
drafted men this month will 
sent from the Barracks directly to 
Camp Joseph T. Robinson near Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., for a year’s mili- 
tary training. The 138th Infantry, 
St. Louis National Guard regiment, 
is in training now at Camp Rob- 
inson. : 

It is expected that the draft 
group reporting at Jefferson Bar- 
racks each day will leave for the 
camp the same night. 

On Thursady, 169menfrom seven 
other St. Louis County districts 
are to be inducted, and on Friday 
174 from the remaining county dis- 
trict, No. 9, and from wards one 
through seven in St. Louis. A total 
of 830 men from the other wards 
are to report in groups of about 165 
daily next week from Monday 
through Friday. 

The March quota for this area 
calls for 511 men, of whom 344 will 
be white and 167 Negro. This will 
bring the total from city and coun- 
ty to 2101 since the draft went into 
operation in November. 

In the first 17 districts to an- 
nounce the February lists of drafted 
men, 155 out of 462 men, or 34 per 
cent, were volunteers and the rest 
conscripts.

NTIL the French defeat last

Photographs Show 
Atrocities in Ru- 
mania— Probably 
1000 Murdered.

SOFIA, Feb, 18. 

FFICIAL German photographs 
Qe: Rumanian anti-Semitic 
atrocities were circulated .pri- 
vately in German circles in the 
Rumanian capital today before be- 
ing sent to Germany for study 
regarding their future use. The 
photographs show part of the mas- 
sacre by Iron Guards in the abat- 
toir of Bucharest where a still un- 
determined number of Jewish civil- 
ians, probably more than 100, were 
herded and shot down by the ter- 
rorist wing of the Iron Guardists 
at the outbreak of the revolution. 


The Guardists strung up the bod- 
ies on meat hooks and treated them 
as a butcher does animals. The 
photographs prove that the terror- 
ists, now in disfavor or prison for 
having violated legionary (Iron 
Guard) discipline, exceeded in anti- 
Semitic zeal anything authentically 
attributed to the disorderly days of 
early Nazism. 


While this massacre, deScribed 
for the American press, could not 
pass the Rumanian censorship, 
German photographers and corre- 
spondents, who are not subject to 
any control in Rumania, were able 
to communicate such facts as they 
desired to their newspapers. 
American photographic agency At- 
tempting to send eight scenes of 
the 23 synagogues of Bucharest, all 
of which were destroyed, was able 
to obtain official sanction for only 
two photographs. 


The Iron Guard has been criti- 
cised in leading German newspa- 
pers like the Frankfurter Zeitung 
for its -uprising against Premier 
Gen. fon Antonescu, but so far 
without mention of the Jewish 
massacres. The total number of 
Jewish deaths will probably never 
be known, but they amount to 
about 1000. 


The diversion caused the legion- 
naires, disobeying their officers’ 
orders, to massacre Jewish fami- 
lies and plunder their shops and 
homes, and threw out of gear and 
delayed the otherwise well-planned 
procedure of the governmental 
ministry by the Iron Guards. The 
pogrom, one of Rumania’s worst, 
is paradoxically responsible for the 
existence of the. present Nazi-domi- 
nated government. 

Gen. Antonescu’s soldiers were 
able to return the favor and begin 
protecting the Jews after the Ger- 
mans put their military weight on 
the governmental side. It is thus 
considered possible that the Ru- 
manian atrocity pictures will be 
used elsewhere in Europe as a les- 
son that such horrors are avoid- 
able only if German arms maintain 
the status quo in Rumania, a view 
actually held by many Rumanians 
and even a few Jews. 

The Germans are equally eager, 
however, that the Government 
should be merciful with the Iron 
Guard leaders, several of whom 
are known to have been concealed 
in the two Axis legations after the 
coup failed. Only the assistance 
of the German Minister, Baron 
Manfred von Killinger, has saved 
from death sentence the former 
Minister of the Interior Gen. G. 
Petrovicescu and Director Chica of 
the Rumanian police. 

Germany is solicitous about Nich- 
olas Malaxa, the arms king who 
gave weapons and other support 
to the Iron Guards. Alfred Goer- 
ing, brother of the German Air 
Minister and representative of the 
dominant group of Nazi sharehold- 
ers in the big munitions plant of 
Recita, petitioned Gen. Antonescu 
to free Malaxa for patriotic serv- 
ice. The Premier is reported to 
have replied that the trial must 
take its normal course, 

In any case, the only point es- 
tablished against Malaxas is that 13 
of his factory workers who were 
Iron Guardists attempted during 
the revolution, supposedly on his 
orders, to murder Gen. Orozeanu, 
head of the purchase division of 
the Rumanian § state railways. 
Orozeanu, a representative of the 
anti-Guardist group among the of- 
ficers, had sued Malaxa for selling 
faulty material to the railroads.

ESTRUCTION of nearly 500

In the 600-mile advance from 
Mersa Matruh, Egypt, to the Tri- 
politanian frontier, the Royal Air 
Force adopted tactics which proved 
so important to the success of the 
Germans in their conquests of the 
Lowlands and France last year. 

It smashed Italian communica- 
tions, pounded strongholds like ar- 
tillery, strafed retreating columns, 
spotted troop concentra ons and 
patrolled the air over the British 
ground forces. But just as im- 
portant, if not. moreso, in the 
opinion of military observers, were 
operations against Italian airfields, 
where lie as evidence of the force 
of the British attacks a sizeable 
air armada reduced to junk before 
it could take to the air. 

By actual count at Benina, one 
of Libya’s nine leading airports, 
there were 100 wrecked planes. At 
El Adem, there were 87; at Berka, 
40; and at each of three others, 
22. The numbers ranged to as few 
as seven seaplanes destroyed at 
the seaplane base of Bomba.

ery protection. He transferred to 
the British naval air service at the 
outbreak of the World War, and 
from 1916 on commanded squad- 
rons. He joined the Royal Air 
Force when it was formed, He 
has been assigned to Egypt for 
several years. He took command 
of the desert forces shortly before 
Italy declared war on Britain. 

As the conquering British moved 
westward, Collishaw’s headquarters 
advanced deep into Libya—where a 
few years ago Collishaw visited the 
late Italian Air Marshal, Italo Bal-

USTRALIA is at war on nine fronts, but there is surprisingly 
Ae evidence of war strain or tension apparent to the casual 

visitors in Australian cities or country towns. 

There are no blackouts, no air-raid shelters. The nũmerous 
beaches are thickly populated by gay, sun-tanned bathers and surf- 
riders, many of them young men of military age and apparent physical 
fitness, for it is mid-summer down here under the equator. 

One must book a seat well in and Libya. Australian air men are 
advance to see such popular films 
as “The Great Dictator” or “Nin- 
otchka” (the Antipodes get their 
American films rather late). There 
is great enthusiasm and excitement 
at the horse races, which are held 
as frequently as in peace time and 
draw crowds of world series propor- 
tions. There is an astonishing 
amount of betting both on the 
state-operated totalizator and at 
the innumerable bookies’ stands. 

Christmas sales in the well- 
stocked department stores were the 
largest on record. Restaurants are 
crowded by well-dressed and freely- 
spending diners and dancers. The 
sidewalks of cities such as Sydney 
and Melbourne are so thronged that 
walking is difficult at times. One 
sees many young men still serving 
as clerks in stores and in othe 
non-military occupations or saun- 
tering about the streets. 

There are plenty of men in uni- 
form—usually magnificent speci- 
mens of physical development—but 
no more than one saw in pre-war 
Germany, Italy or Japan. 

The newspapers are full of ac- 
counts of strikes in war industries 
and threats of strikes which neces- 
sarily will curtail war production. 
500,000 Volunteers. 

It would be easy to infer from 
such symptoms that Australia’s 
heart is not really in the war, that 
it is fighting ineffectively. 

Nothing, however, would be far- 
ther from the truth. Australia re- 
gards the war as a struggle vitally 
affecting its destiny and wprthy of 
its fullest effort. It has already 
played a major part in the war 
and is rapidly fitting itself to play 
a much greater role. 

It just happens that this is a 
different kind of war from the last, 
and appearances, accordingly, are 
bound to be different. 

In the first World War it was 
Australia’s destiny to furnish sol- 
diers for the trenches at Gallipoli, 
in Flanders and other sectors. Al- 
though its population was less than 
that of New York City, it sent 400,- 
000 men to the war and it lost 
60,000 in killed and wounded. It 
was a war effort of almost unprec- 
edented proportions, and Australia 
bas been fully prepared to make a 
similar contribution to the British 
cause in the present war. There 
have been over 500,000 offers of 
enlistment out of a population of 
7,000,000. It will have 250,000 men 
under arms presently, and facilities 
for training men are being ex- 
panded rapidly. 

Australian soldiers have played 
a conspicuous part in the victorious

helping to defend the British Isles 
and attack Germany. The Austra- 
lian cruiser Sydney sank the Ital- 
ian battleship Bartolomeo Colleoni 
in the Mediterranean. Australians 
are serving also at Singapore, in 
the Dutch East Indies, Burma, 
Rhodesia, Palestine and Canada as 
well as on the home sector. 


Australia an Arsenal. 


But this is a war in which there 
must be 20 men working in indus- 
try behind the lines to maintain 
one man at the front. Few under- 
stand that fact and, therefore, 
many misinterpret Australia’s war 
effort which this time is more in 
the factory than in the trench. At 
the moment, the empire is mors 
in need of Australia’s planes, tanks, 
guns, ships and munitions than it 
is in need of Australia’s sons, 


To help win the war Australia 
has turned itself into a huge ar- 
senal. Many of the young men in 
civilian clothes seen on Australian 
city streets are skilled artisans 
fighting for Britain at the lathe 
or the forge for 44 or 50 hours a 
week. 8 


When the newcomer to Australia 
becomes better acquainted he learns 
that there is hardly a family in 
Sydney or Melbourne and other 
cities which is without its repre- 
sentatives in the fighting forces. 
There is hardly an industrial 
worker who has not been doing 
overtime in some war industry. 
The casualty lists are bringing the 
war home to a steadily growing 
number of families. 

Nevertheless, the visitor to Aus- 
tralia gets the impression that the 
war weighs less heavily on the av- 
erage Australian than it does on 
the average American, despite the

Conversely, the Turkish decision not to fight if 
German troops occupy Bulgaria is a defeat for Brit- 
ish hopes in the Balkans, since the Turks for 16 
months had occupied the rale of Britain's non-bel- 
ligerent ally, ready to enter the war if the Nazi 
steam roller threatened to enter their orbit. 

Turkey's present decision doubtless is, as we noted 
in commenting Sunday on Hitler’s earlier diplomatic 
triumphs among her neighbors, a capitulation forced 
by the proximity of the Nazi military machine, and 
the feeling that non-resistance at the present moment 
is the lesser of two evils. 

The Turks, to be sure, had signed up with Britain 
and France in October, 1939, and had plédged re- 
sistance to any Axis step leading to war in their 
area. They had; nevertheless, been restive under 
the potential obligations of their pledge. In the 
months since then, the statements of Turkish lead- 
ers on their nation’s intentions had corresponded ex- 
actly in their emphasis with the course of the war. 

In the early “phony war” stages, Turkish avow- 
als of aid to Greece and Rumania if they were threat- 
ened were unequivocal. With the Nazi break-through 
jin France came statements that Turkey had decided 
not to enter the war. When the siege of Britain en- 
tered a state of deadlock, there came threats that 
Turkish bayonets would block the Germans if they 
sought passage through the Balkans. In recent weeks, 
the tone has been bellicose, but seemingly the immi- 
nence of the Nazi threat has now produced a decision 
not to consider Bulgaria’s fall a cause for war, How- 
ever, the vague diplomatic terms of the new treaty 
leave the Turks free to make a decision to the con- 
trary if they so desire. 

Turkey had played her cards calculatingly through 
the years of intrigue leading up to the war. She 
won concessions from France, a surrender of terri- 
tory in Syria in June, 1939, and she won loans from 
Britain as well. Turkey could afford to take an in- 
dependent stand toward Germany because, T. R. 
Ybarra wrote in October, 1939, “the distance between 
her and Hitler is 1000 miles.” But now, with Hitler 
knocking peremptorily at her neighbors’ doors, it 
is a different story. : 

The attitude of Russia also has much to do with 
the Turkish decision. Turkey and the Soviet Union 
had been for years on friendly terms. They consult- 
ed closely since the war began, and Russia set an 
example of profiting from the war by cannily stay- 
ing out of it. The Turks, however, distrusted Mos- 
cow’s new link with Berlin, fearing an Axis agree- 
ment that might isolate them if a showdown came. 
There were disquieting rumors, too, that the revival 
of Russian expansion might mean an effort to ac- 
quire that historic goal of Peter the Great, the Dar- 
danelles exit through warm water to the outside 
world. In view of all this, Turkey doubtless felt it un- 
wise to get into the war without Russian backing. 

Sofia dispatches indicate that the Turkish deci- 
sion may mean the defeat or capitulation of Greece 
in the gallant struggle against Italy that has roused

His prede- 
cessor at Montevideo, who now switches to Panama 
in a sort of exchange professorship, was only a Min- 
ister. Mr. Dawson is to be a full-dress Ambassador. 

Possibly this dispensation was merely a means of 
permitting Mr. Dawson to take the post without a 
face-losing decline in rank and salary. On the other 
hand, it may have sprung, not from regard for the 
feelings of Mr. Dawson, but from regard for the 
‘feelings of the Government and people ot Uruguay. 

As a matter of fact, the United States Government 
has gradually been investing its Latin American 
diplomatic posts with higher-sougding nomencla- 
ture. Three years ago, only six of the 20 capitals 
to the south of us were dignified by the attendance 
of atcredited American Ambassadors. Colombia, 
Panama and Venezuela were subsequently admitted 
to the charmed circle. Now Uruguay comes belated- 
ly under the wire, making the score 10 Ambassadors 
to 10 Ministers. 

The process should continue. We talk every day of 
the great importance of the Latin American republics 
to our cause, yet we let half of them down with mere 
Ministers. When can Bolivia, Costa Rica, El Salva- 
dor, Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua, Haiti, the Do- 
minican Republic, Ecuador and Paraguay look for- 
ward to the day of flattering grace that has just 
descended on Uruguay and brought it into the elect 
company of Mexico, Cuba, Panama, Peru, Venezuela, 
Colombia, Chile, Brazil and Argentina?

TOO BAD, GUS, 

A David whose glistening pebbles whizzed harm- 
lessly out into the high empyrean, a Horatius who 
could not parry the instant blades of the Etruscans 
that was Gus Dorazio last night. He met a cham- 
pion who would not let history be made at his ex- 
ere Fate has not called Gus into the bright 
company of. the immortal underdogs whose names 
echo eternally down the vasty halle of time. To the 
unhappy contrary, in the second minute of the second 

imperious command seemed to be, “To 


mass of men is more 


to the democratic creed. The idea of 

a people sovereign over its own des- 
tiny is meaningless without it. And yet it 
is a rather extraordinary belief. 

In the history of mankind the times and 
places where that belief has prevailed are 
few and far between. For long ages be- 
fore the modern democratic era, the com- 
mon man was looked upon by political 
philosophers and men of praetical experi- 
ence alike as nothing more than the raw 
material out of which the statesman might 
with skill mold an obedient people. 

But with the flowering of sentimental- 
ism, the belief in the common man, at times 
pushe.. to the belief in the savage, struck 
root. Rousseau spoke for many “enlight- 
ened” minds when he expounded the virtue 
of the common man. Paine and Jefferson 
in America, and many others, were to 
voice the new faith in ever more uncom- 
promising form. In concluding his “Age of 
Reason,” Paine wrote, “Certain I am that 
when opinions are free, either in matters 
of government or religion, truth will finally 
and powerfully prevail.” 

Here, then, we have the new gospel. Give 
the unspoiled mind of the ordinary man 
the facts and he will see the rational so- 
lution, and having recognized the way to 
act, he will follow it. Upon this rationalist 
premise are built all utilitarian arguments 
with their formulas about the greatest 
happiness of the greatest number. 


Tio belief in the common man is central 


But in the course of time the scientific 
development, during the nineteenth cen- 
tury made short shrift of the psychological 
bisis of this faith. Darwinism, economic 
determinism and more recently the vari- 
ous psychological schools have undermined 
the notions implicit in the belief in the 
common man. The notion chat most ordi- 
nary men, when confronted with a problem 
or a situation, will work hard to get at 
the “facts” and when given the facts will 
reach rational conclusions as to how to act 
—such a view will seem highly optimistic 
if not Utopian today. 

We must abandon the idea that the 
common man is infallible. I myself can 
think at once of many policy issues on 
which I radically disagree with the judg- 
ment of the common men and women who 
constitute the American electorate. But 
this is a matter of agreement and disagree- 
ment, not of ultimate right or wrong. 

We must, further, stress character rather 


than intellect. In believing in the com- 


mon man, I go all the way with the psy- 
chologists who insist that man conducts 
himself rationally only at intervals, but 
I go on to point out that for the deter- 
mination of communal policies, the pos- 
session of character is more important than 
intellect. Character is the result of sensing 
values and acting accordingly. This sensing 
of values may be, and usually is, quite 
unintellectual and often cannot be phrased

This is hot to say that technical con- 


lgiderations are absent. Thus Congress 


not only legislates on the issue of old-age 
pensions, which is really decided by the 
electorate, but in enacting a detailed statute 
determines at precisel, what age “old age” 
begins, what precisely shall be paid to 
each class of beneficiaries, and so on. But 
Congress in turn accords respect to its 
committees (even though leg&lly the com- 
mittees do not decide anything) as well 
as to the permanent officials who are 
charged with the administration of the 
laws. 

It would be too far-fetched to pin one’s 
faith upon the common man’s judgment if 
it were a matter of believing in the in- 
dividual common man as against the in- 
dividual uncommon man. Yet a good many 
of the arguments for an elite are cast 
in some such form as “How can you main- 
tain a belief in the judgment of yonder 
uninformed, uneducated, rowdyish unem- 
ployed as contrasted with this brilliant, 
well-trained and cultivated high execu- 
tive?” This way of arguing is an unfor- 
tunate hangover from an critical in- 
dividualism. We do not mean the indi- 
vidua' common man but the composite 
picture. 

* * 

The common man is not infallible; far 
from it. But he perceives more readily 
than the specialist the bearing of public 
policies upon the pattern of values cher- 
ished by the community. The judgment of 
the common man is a collective, not an 
individual, judgment. The belief in him 
is never the belief in the judgment of any 
particular common man. 

Judgments of taste and discriminating 
evaluation of the exceptiona: achievement 
are altogether excluded from our belief 
in the common man. Belief in the com- 
mon man carried to that extreme results 
in the “revolt of the masses,” and takes 
the political form of a totalitarian, plebis- 
citary dictatorship. A popularly acclaimed 
“leader” supported. by a mass party is 
the final judge of everything. He is the 
common man run amuck. He poses as 
tae incarnation of Rousseau’s general will, 
the builder of “real” democracy, of “genu- 
ine“ popular government. Belief in the 
common man, when limitless and without 
restraint, destroys rather than maintains 
constitutionalism and democracy. 

But if we allow ourselves to be fright- 
ened into abandoning the belief in the 
common man altogether, if we .ecome 
despondent and lose faith in ourselves, our 
plight is equally desperate. What we need 
is a balanced confidence in our power to 
operate a community of common men, by 
common judgments upon matters of common 
concern. Exceptional men, if fellows in 
such an enterprise, will devote themselves 
to the exceptional tasks; and the masses, 
far from revolting, will gratefully ac- 
knowledge the achievements of the uncom- 
mon man by the time they have become 
common property part of the life of com- 
mon men,

I sought an explanation of this 
contrast grom an Australian friend 
who spent several years in the 
United States. 

“It is due to a difference in na- 

tional temperaments’ my friend 
said. “Americans worry a great 
deal. Britons don’t worry nearly 
so much. Deep down in their 
hearts the Australians dre concerned 
about the outcome of the war, de- 
termined to carry on regardless of 
the sacrifices involved. But it isn’t 
British to talk about your anxieties 
or show your feelings. That's why 
you saw so little applause in the 
movies, although you would have 
heard a lot of cheering if the King 
and Queen, President Roosevelt or 
Prime Minister Churchill had been 
shown in a newsreel. The Aus- 
tralians have real enthusiasm for 
those four leaders. 
“We love racing and other sports 
and we see no harm in carrying 
them on in wartime. Indeed, we 
are making a great effort to dis- 
turb our daily existence as little as 
possible. Actually, such war meas- 
ures as the rationing of gasoline 
have caused serious changes in our 
social activities. We cannot gad 
about as we used to. There has 
been more dislocation in our busi- 
ness and industrial life as a result 
of the concentration on war pro- 
duction than an outsider can per- 
ceive, Finally, our climate is so re- 
laxing that life habitually is not 
tense. We take things in their 
stride in war as in peace.” 

How Australia has gone about 
the business of fighting totalitarian 
aggression in factory, field, on land, 
sea and in the air will be described 
in subsequent dispatches.

N fact, there are three alterna- 

tive grand strategies, all offer- 
ing special temptations to the Ger- 
mans, in the view of our experts 
as well as of Churchill. The first 
is the strategy of the assault on 
all fronts, from Land’s End to 
Singapore. Interestingly enough, 
signs multiply that something of 
the sort may now be in prepara- 
tion, although until recently the 
best military and naval thinkers 
have doubted whether Hitler would 
risk the necessary diversion of re- 
sources from his onslaught against 
the British Isles themselves. 

The assault on all fronts, if it 
comes, will have four chief scenes 
of action. All-out air and subma- 
rine attacks will be made on the 
British Isles, leading up, if they 
are successful, to an invasion. In 
the Western Mediterranean, Fran- 
co will be forced to grant transit 
to German troops for the siege of 
Gibraltar. In the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, the Balkans will be brought 
under German domination; the 
Greek problem will be forcibly set- 
tled, and further adventures may 
perhaps be launched from the new 
Balkan base. And in the Far East, 
the large Japanese military and 
naval force now gathered at Hai- 
nan Island and on the coast of

The signs that this grandiose plan 
may have found favor with Hitler 
are pretty simple and pretty obvi- 
ous.

This is to cut the British life 
lines at every possible point, and 
to destroy all possible production 
facilities in Britain, with the pur- 
pose of bleeding the British to 
death rather than knocking them 
out with one blow. Under this 
strategy, there would probably be 
the same sort of show in the Medi- 
terranean and attack on Singapore 
as are called for by the strategy 
of the assault on all fronts.

Paul Robeson, the famous Negro 
devoted 


bass-baritone, gave a recital 


largely to folk music Jast night in 
the Municipal Auditorium. An au- 
dience of more than 3000 heard the 
recital and gave every evidence of 
being stirred and excited by the 
magnificent quality of his voice and 
the devoted simplicity of his style. 
More than half of his program 
was composed of familiar Negro 
folk songs. To these he added an 
English song, “Oh No John,” ar- 
ranged by Cecil Sharp; a Hebrew 
prayer arranged by J. Engel; a 
Mexican and a Russian folk song. 
His only venture into the field of 
serious art music was in his sing- 
ing of three songs by Moussorgsky, 
but these, too, despite their slightly 
more complicated organization, were 
strongly colored by folk feeling. 
Mr. Robeson’s high qualifications 
for rendering such music were con- 
tinuously in evidence. The power, 
resonance and rich, unforced timbre 
of the voice alone made every note 
he sang strike deep into the sensi- 
bilities of his listeners. And with 
that went a natural dignity and a 
deep emotional affinity with the 
content and background of the 
music. When he sang “Let My 
People Go,” it was in truth a cry 
wrung from the heart of the.op- 
pressed. To say this is not to lay 
too great a stress on his particular 
racial heritage, but to suggest a 
deep-lying sympathy with any sort 
of oppression wherever found. 

A program of folk music, how- 
ever is necessarily limited in its 
emotional range. And in the Mous- 
sorgsky songs his great natural 
qualities were not quite enough to 
give them a complete artistic 
finish. 

Mr. Robeson was generous with 
his encores, singing among other 
things “Old Man River” and a con- 
densed version of the “Ballad of 
Americans,” a piece which obvious- 
ly owes its popularity to its verbal 
text, since the music is so much 
junk. 

He was accompanied as usual by 
that talented and lively pianist, 
Lawrence Brown, who also joined 
in the singing once or twice. 

While the main soloist was not 
on the stage the audience was 
treated to a demonstration of the 
Theremin by Miss Clara Rock- 
more. With this slightly uncanny 
machine Miss Rockmore was able 
to produce a recognizable likeness 
of several pieces written originally 
for stringed instruments. In porta- 
mento passages and chromatic 
scales it was measurely more plas- 
tic than a violin or cello but it 
could do nothing with staccato. 

This reviewer found the natural 
tone of this machine too pure for 
human emotion, but a charming 
lady in the next row passed up a 
slip of paper on which the follow- 
ing words were boldy inscribed 
with a cerise lipstick: “somber, 
dark, passionate.” So | evidently 
there was more than one mind 
about the Theremin.

For that brief second Louis 
had an opening and the Brown 
Bomber didn’t miss. 

Falls Flat on His Face.

tion from his elders. He is evolv- 
ing and the process is blurring 
ey : his thinking.

“No” is not a reasoned rebellion, but an expression of mental 
confusion.

Milk is not likely to contain 
large quantities of Vitamin C and 
for that reason orange juice or to- 
mato juice is added to the baby’s 
diet when it is in the milk stage to 
prevent infantile scurvy. In infants, 
scurvy manifests itself by bleeding 
from the gums, and painfully swol- 
len joints. I have seen many in- 
fants treated for acute rheumatism 
and have seen effected a marvel- 
ous cure by the simple expedient of 


juice. 

Rarely nowadays, we see a form 
of scurvy in adults. I described it 
the other day. It is called “bach- 
elor scurvy.” It occurs in eccen- 
tric people who live very much 
alone and don’t take the trouble to 
cook their meals so they live most- 
ly on crackers and cheese and cof- 
fee and canned and processed 
foods. Natural foods contain Vita- 
min C, but processed foods are 
deficient in it.

VITAMIN F is something like 
Vitamin C in action. It is found 
in fruits, especially lemons, and, 
curiously enough, Hungarian. red 
pepper contains a good quantity of 
it. It supplements the action of 
Vitamin C, and if deficient in the 
diet hemorrhages are likely to oc- 
cur. It exerts its action on the 
small blood vessel wall. , 

Vitamin D is added to the infant’s 
diet to prevent rickets. Rickets is 
a disease of the bones in which 
calcium and phosphorus are not 
utilized, Bones, of course, are made 
from calcium and phosphorus, Vita- 
min D seems to have the property 
of allowing the bones to absorb 
calcium and phosphorus from the 
blood and build them up into bone 
structure. 

In rickets, this process is defi- 
cient and, therefore, the bones are 
soft so that we have frequent cases 
of knock-knees and bowlegs and 
other bone deformities. The vita- 
min is, therefore, given to growing 
children regularly, usually in the 
form of cod liver oil.
